On  January  29th,  1853  in  the  little  town  of  Co- 
esse,  Indiana,  Whitley  County,  there  was  born  a  man 
who  was  determined  to  play  an  important  part  in  the 
lives  of  the  "887"  people  who  have  graduated  from 
the  Bluffton  High  School.  This  man  is  no  other  than 
Mr.  Phileimon  A.  Allen  who  lias  been  a  father  to  us 
all. 

Mr.  Allen  came  to  Bluffton  and  organized  a  three 
year  high  school,  with  three  terms  each,  in  1881  and 
for  ten  years  he  was  Superintendent  of  this  school, 
then  he  went  out  of  the  schools  with  determination 
never  to  return.

The  Freshies  received  their  first  introduction  to 
hay  rides  and  social  events  made  the  first  year  pleas- 
ant and  one  long  to  be  remembered. 

On  the  first  of  September,  1918  they  met  for  the 
second  lime  in  B.  II.  S.  The  following  officers  were 
elected  to  lead  them  through  their  Sophomore  year. 
President,  Ernest  Shafer;  Vice-President,  Doyle  Rey- 
nolds; Secretary,  Mary  Oman;  Treasurer,  Lucile 
Price.  During  this  year  the  Sophies  began  to  show 
remarkable  athletic  abilities,  which  gave  promise  for 
the  class  later  on,  and  this  was  realized  for  the  class 
of  '21  can  boast  of  a  good  athletic  record. 

In  the  early  part  of  September,  1919  they  met 
once  more  in  B.  IT.  S.  This  time  many  familiar  fact's 
were  missing  and  new  ones  noticeable.    The  members 


of  the  class  were  now  rated  as  mighty  upperclassmen 
and  to  make  the  year  a  success  in  every  way  the  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected:  President,  William 
High;  Vice-President,  Fred  Morris;  Secretary,  Paul- 
ine Van  Horn;  Treasurer,  Doyle  Reynolds. 

Numerous  social  events  occurred  during  the  year 
and  in  May,  we  had  the  great  honor  of  holding  our 
first  reception,  which  turned  out  to  boa  splendid  suc- 
cess. 

The  following  September  we  met  for  the  last  time 
in  B.  H.  S.  Plans  were  made  for  a  great  year  and 
one  to  be  remembered  forever.  The  following  officers 
were  chosen  to  make  it  a  success:  President,  Harold 
Stogdill;  Vice-President,  Fred  Morris;  Secretary 
Mary  Thoma;  Treasurer,  Doyle  Reynolds.  When  the 
school  presented  its  annual  play  the  members  of  the 
class  of  '21  had  prominent  parts  and  helped  make  it  :i 
success.  The  class  play  was  ably  presented  and  pro- 
claimed the  best  ever  shown.  Elaborate  plans  were 
made  for  the  last  reception,  and  they  were  carried 
through  to  perfection,  making  the  event  one  of  tin- 
best  ever  held  under  the  auspices  of  any  High  School 
class. 

Commencement  came  at  last  and  the  grand  old 
(dass  with  an  enrollment  of  eighty-one  passed  into 
history,  but  to  its  members  and  many  others  it  will 
always  be  remembered  as  the  best  that  ever  graduated 
from'  B.  II.  S.

The  following  year  the  paper  was  in  charge  of 
Raymond  Hard  and  Hubert  Smith.  They  changed 
the  Comet  to  a  book  form,  although  they  followed  the 
plans  of  their  predecessors  in  regard  to  reading  mat- 
ter. The  Comet  gained  additional  fame  and  could 
now  be  (dassed  with  the  best  in  the  state. 

The  next  year,  1920-21,  Hubert  Smith  and  Lou- 
ise Klopfenstine  were  put  in  charge.  Once  more  the 
cover  was  changed.  This  time  it  took  the  form  of  a 
small  newspaper.  The  Comet  staff  was  very  capable 
and  put  forth  an  excellent  paper.  New  departments 
were  started  and  the  paper  had  by  this  time  become 
an  established  institution. 

Hubert  Knnkel  and  Elizabeth  Patton  were  cho- 
sen to  head  the  1921  Comet  Staff.

Class  of  1894 

Of  the  original  eleven  members  of  this  class  ten  are  living.  A 
little  simple  arithmetic  will  show  that  the  age  of  any  member  is  43 
years  plus  a  few  months  or  years,  so  the  survivors  can  count  them- 
selves safely  through  the  perilous  period  of  childhood  and  adoles- 
cence each  with  many  years  ahead  of  him.  The  class  is  nolding 
its  own  numerically  in  the  world  but  not  much  more,  for  there  are 
twelve  children.  Only  two  families  number  as  many  as  three  child- 
ren; in  one  of  these  families  two  of  the  children  are  twins.  The 
only  unmarried  member  of  the  class,  as  principal  of  the  high  school, 
is  the  busiest  mother  of  the  lot.  Another  member  is  president  of 
the  school  board.  So  the  class  is  doing  its  duty  educationally. 
Otherwise  the  activities  of  the  class  are  commonplace.  Will  Stur- 
gis  has  a  life  job  at  Marion;  the  rest  of  us  survive  by  coping  with 
the  fickle  public  from  day  to  day.

ner,  left  half  back;  Philip  Monroe,  full  back:  DeFbrrest  Little;  righl 
end;  Ralph  Kapp.  right  tackle;  Ralph  Todd,  right  guard;  Ben  Rainey 
right  half  back;  Earl  Merriman,  quarter  back  and  John  McCormick, 
center. 


In  the  same  year  the  Bluffton  High  School   participated   in   it- 
first  Oratorical  Contest  with  other  schools.

It  was  in  the  spirit  of  these  sentiments  that  Rotary  had  its  birth. 
These  sentiments  were  first  exemplified  by  Him  who  taught  that  he  who 
would  be  great  should  serve. 

A  helpful  spirit  among  the  members  of  a  very  small  group  proved  such 
a  great  blessing  to  those  men  that  they  just  had  to  tell  it  to  others,  and  so 
from  that  very  small  beginning  Rotary  Clubs  have  sprung  up  in  nearly 
every  city  in  the  world.  It  is  the  reaching  out  of  men's  hands  to  the  hands 
of  other  men  in  a  spirit  to  help  them  in  their  business  ideals,  in  commu- 
nity  spirit  and  in  general   helpfulness  to   every  deserving  cause. 

The  past  few  years  have  witnessed  a  great  movement  toward  the 
guarding  of  the  citizen  of  tomorrow  by  looking  well  after  the  interests  of 
the  child  of  today,  a  movement  to  assure  that  every  child  will  be  given  a 
chance  to  become  strong  in  body  and  mind  and  have  an  idea  of  proper 
moral  standards.  This  explains  briefly  why  Rotarians  take  such  an  active 
interest  in  the  public  schools,  in  playground  and  recreational  activities,  in 
the  great  Boy  Scout  work  and  in  all  community  plans  that  tend  to  upl'ft 
the  people  physically,  mentally,  morally  and  socially. 


The  inside  view  of  a  Rotary  Club  is  a  group  of  men  from  the  various 
occupations  of  the  community,  meeting  weekly  in  some  place  in  a  most  in- 
formal and  brotherly  way,  without  secret  grips,  passwords,  regalia  or  in- 
signia of  any  kind,  a  meeting  where  titles  and  marks  of  distinction  are 
ignored  and  men  address  each  other  by  the  nickname  to  which  lie  ans- 
wered when  a  boy,  where  the  regular  meal  is  eaten  witli  many  pleasan- 
tries and  much  singing  of  popular  and  patriotic  airs  with  the  design  of 
breaking  down  completely  the  cold  formality  and  strain  of  the  business 
day.  This  produces  a  restful  spirit  when  cares  flee  away  and  are  forgotten 
for  an  hour.  The  effect  of  this  close  and  friendly  contact  of  men  is  to  pro- 
duce a  condition  of  mind  which  makes  it  very  easy  and  natural  to  con- 
sider affairs  of  a  helpful  and  altruistic  character. 

The  Bluirton  Rotary  Club  is  fully  imbued  with  this  helpful  spirit 
which  lias  proved  such  a  blessing  everywhere  else  and  as  a  club  it  stands 
ready  with  its  strong  influence  to  get  behind  every  good  cause  and  thus 
promote  the  best  interests  of  our  community.
